(NOTE: The City's actual FY15 CDBG entitlement award is 

anticipated to be confirmed in April 2014.)  Staff estimates approximately $1,614,153 will be available to fund Public Services projects.  Per Council approval, $1,318,078 of the available Public Services amount is to be set-

aside for designated City Homeless Services Programs. This results in a total of $296,073 that is available to allocate funding to Public Services applicants. The projects above this line total $275,265 in funding requests, 

leaving a balance of $20,808.
